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BRISBANE CITY v. MARCONI 


TODAY sees probably the most important 
game ever played on Perry Park in the 
somewhat short history of the Philips 
League proper, Everything has fallen into 
place at the right time so that the arena 
will have a game between two intensely 
proud clubs who will do their utmost to 
defeat each other in order that (1) the 
league will be won for the first time or 
(2) that the small slim chance that is in 
existence will be strengthened so that a 
league championship may be won to join 
a Cup aiready annexed twice.

So the stage is already set for 
battle, the best attacking team against the 
best defensive team. 


Individually the fans will see many inter- 
esting duels on the field, the exciting, 
speedy Sharne against -the strong, reliable 
Wilkinson, one of City’s finds this year. 
The thrust and energy of Krncevic and 
Jankovics, both Australian stars of the 
future, will find out the strengths or weak- 
nesses of the uncompromising Ratcliffe 
and the wily, gifted Potter. But nowhere 
will the battle be more interesting than 
in midfield where the ageing maestro, Vieri 
and the younger but greatiy underestimated 
Pimblett, lock their soccer brains in com- 
bat. This is where the battle will be 
won for in Coyne, Low or Gaffney, Bris- 
bane City have the men to match the 
enigmatic, moody Byrne, and the some- 
times genius of a Henderson who has yet 
to fire in Brisbane. 

If the brain of Pimb‘ett can supply the 
ammunition City have the men up front 
who can do the job against a defence 
that can be bustled. There is little doubt 
that in  Prskalo, Russell, Degney and 
Maher, Marconi have players of calibre 
but in the past they have shown a weak- 
ness against aggressive running and in 
Ca dwell, Campbell, Kelso or even young 
Brusasco, if called upon, City have per- 
haps the physically strongest front line in 
the Philips League. 

The field battles will be interesting but 


the tactical “bench battle”, fought in the 
minds of two old adversaries, will be 
decided in the nights preceding the game 
when the final selections will be made. 
Again in this department City may have 
the edge, the brash, super-confident Saftich 
will play only as he knows — forward at 
all costs. 


There will be no fancy patterns, only the 
faces will be thought about and, once 
decided, no more will pass through, the 
thoughts will be about winning and per- 
haps a bonus point. 


Schienfiug is a deep thinker. He will 
analyse, he will worry, he will plan, talk, 
plan again, think and maybe even change 
his plan but the fans can rest assured 
Club Marconi will be prepared for a 
fight, for Schienflug underestimates no- 
one. 

So its onto Sunday and at 4.45 p.m., 
everyone will know, has the flag gone to 
Fairfield or are they to suffer over the 
remaining weeks knowing a fighting mach- 
ine is breathing down their necks waiting 
for a slip. The game of the season!!
